Police Pensions. 


The death by violence in the} 
discharge of his duty of the late 
Constable Hugh Nixon brings 
very forcibly to mind the dangers 
of the policeman’s duties. Not so 
very many months ago Constable 
Beevers was shot and killed by an) 
escaping murderer. At the time 
of Constable Beever’s death the) 
Bulletin suggested that a system! 
of pensions, in case of disablement, 
or death of a city constable while 
in the discharge of his duty, 
should be adopted. Beevers left 
a widow presumably unprovided 


for. Nixon was not married, but 
none the less may have had de-| 
pendents. 


The city owes it to itself to pro- 
vide for a man disabled because 
of the discharge of his duty or 
for the dependents of a man who 
has been killed under such cir- 
cumstances, If it not worth 
anything to the city to have its 
policemen risk their lives to main- 
tain law and order, it is not worth 
the risk of his life to the police- 
man. He may fairly argue that 
he draws his pay for the time he 
puts in at the work he does, and 
that the pay received does not 
eover risk of life,—and it does 
not. If the city is to have police 
service at the risk of life it must 
be prepared to pay for it. And 
police service short of that is of 
ininor notice.

To attempt to side-step responsi- 
bility because the incident has} 
become the subject of criticism by | 
suggesting that the soldiers took} 
the place regardless of orders is 
neither creditable to himself nor 
just to the men under his ecom- 
mand, nor does’ it create econfid- 
ence that in his mention of the af 
fair he is telling the whole truth.
